nem sejam os anunciantes, j- que as gravadoras, aS empresas de 
representaA,,o, s,,0 80% dos mesmos propriet-rios das igrejas. Ou seja, 
eles promovem e vendem seus prUprios produtos. A audiincia em OC nUs 
que somos dexistas sabemos que n,,o existe, mas elas geram cartas, 
mensagens, posiAies de ouvintes que sinalizam a sua existincia, e isso 
vende, entende? 


A encenaA,,o demoniaca, naquele portunhol horrivel, nasceu dal. Eu 
demonstro para uma demanda X que eu falo com um p’blico Y, e eles 
jamais ter,o como contestar, n,o sabem onde estas pessoas est,,O.

A quest,o da familia Miranda ser- uma briga de poder que j- registra

O grande inspirador do David Miranda foi um lider religioso 
pentecostal chamado "Mission-rio" Manoel de Mello (1929-1990) que 
desde finais dos anos 50 atE 1990 alugava diversos hor-rios em 
emissoras comerciais. Suas "Cruzadas Evangelisticas" propagandeadas 
pelo r-dio chegaram a reunir 200 mil pessoas. Ele foi o fundador da 
"Igreja Pentecostal o Brasil Para Cristo" que ainda existe, tem 
diversos templos espalhados pelo Brasil e seu templo maior fica no 
Bairro da Pompeia em S,,o Paulo; ali-s o antigo viaduto Pompeia leva o 
seu nome. 


QO Manoel de Mello foi mais "famoso" que o David Miranda, pregou em 
dezenas de outros paises, mantinha relaA1ies de amizade com diversos 
lideres politicos que o procuravam, entre eles Juscelino Kubitschek, 
Foi recebido por diversas autoridades, como o Presidente americano 
Jimmy Carter. Durante a ditadura militar brasileira (1964-1985) foi 
preso 27 vezes por den’ ncias ao regime militar, e no tempo em que 
desbravou o interior brasileiro fortemente catUlico ainda viu seus 
tabern-culos e tendas serem queimados, atE construir o templo sede na 
Vila PompEia a que me referi. 


A IPDA reconhece essa inspiraA,,o, tanto E verdade que voces poder,,o 
encontrar no canal da IPDA no youtube gravaAies do Manoel de Mello. 
Com relaA,,o ao futuro da IPDA, acho que a tendencia dela, assim como o 
acontecido com "O Brasil Para Cristo" do Manoel de Mello E de 
"encolher" seja por disputas internas seja pela perda de seu principal 
lider espiritual; com isso muito provavelmente, com o tempo, muitas 
emissoras "alugadas" pela Igreja devem fechar principalmente seus 
canais de OC

Essa E a minha experiincia com essa radio pavorosa, que por um 
tempo arrendou a Radio Manchete AM760 e a Tamoio 900 e graAas a Deus, 
largou as duas. Entretanto, eles acabaram comprando a antiga Capital 
1030, que foi no passado a antiga Radio Continental e os canais de OC 
da Globo, tanto os do Rio como os de Sampa. E isso. Abs, (Leonardo 
Ivo, ibid.) 


David Miranda: da R-dio Universo + virtual Super Deus E Amor 


Realmente a morte de alguEm carece do nosso respeito e tambEm a 
comunidade da Igreja Pentecostal Deus E Amor que o estimava e para os 
quais ele representava uma boa seguranAa. Nossas an-lises dependem 
sempre de que ponto estamos nos focando. Ele n,o foi unanimidade entre 
os evangElicos. H- uma dissertaA,,o de mestrado defendida na UNIMEP por 
um ex-pastor da Igreja dele e o relato, inclusive, sobre o papel do 
x-dio na expans,,o da denominaA,o. .. uma leitura agrad-vel. 


Fui um ouvinte assiIduo da R:dio Universo de Curitiba, em ondas curtas 
de 9515 kHz, que possula uma programaA,,o variada, com todo o tipo de 
especialidade religiosa. Para mim foi um grande incentivo para 
aprofundar conhecimentos, aprender a questionar ensinamentos, 
provocaA,,o para leitura. Escrevi muitas cartas para aqueles programas 
e li muitos dos materiais que me eram enviados pelo correio. 


De um dia para outro, todos os programas foram sumindo. Um amigo meu 
que tinha programa na emissora me contou que a nova direA,,o havia 
solicitado um valor exorbitante e de propUsito. Era a Igreja Deus E 


Amor comprando a R-dio Universo, de ondas mEdias 1210 khz e ondas 
curtas de 31, 25 e 49 metros, se n,o me engano. Dali em diante 
desapareceriam os programas com conte'dos filosUfico-religiosos e 
passSaria apenas a publicidade de pretensos milagres da Igreja, j- em 
acirrada concorrincia com outras e a pregaA,,o de um sistema 
doutrin-rio fechado, autorit:rio, medieval e legalista. 


Deixei ent,o, a saudosa R-dio Universo, cujo prefixo era feito por um 
locutor de marcante voz e que ainda se escuta na atual Super R-dio 
Deus E Amor. 


David Miranda fez uma fortuna extraordin-ria ts custas da Igreja 
Pentecostal Deus E Amor, que mais que uma denominaA,o crist,, E uma 
das empresas religiosas da familia Martins Miranda. Os chamados 
obreiros, homens e mulheres, volunt-rios, trabalham no serviAo 
material da Igreja sem qualquer pagamento. Os pastores, naqueles anos, 
n,O eram registrados em carteira e n,o contavam tempo para 
aposentadoria nem tinham direitos trabalhistas, fErias e tanto. 


David Miranda entrou para a classe dos pastores ricos que, diferente 
de Cristo Jesus, n,o mais andava entre o povo, entre os pobres, nem 
receberia em sua suntuosa mans,o em Mairipor,,, sequer os membros da 
sua igreja, servida por seguranAas armados. 


David Miranda n,,o deixa nenhum legado teolUgico nem no campo da 
comunicaA,,o. A Igreja Deus E Amor, fechada a tecnologia, nos ‘ltimos 
anos estampou nas redes sociais, as mesmas que ele chamara de 
"instrumentos de Satan-s" fotos de Miranda e familia sorrindo, 
ensinando e dialogando com os internautas, dentro dos devidos limites 
intelectuais e de exposiA,,o. Um apresentador comum que usou o xr-dio 
apenas para transmitir os cultos e assemelhados de sua denominaA,,o, na 
qual exerceu a funA,o de Papa atE o final da vida. 


Empresa de familia, ensinamentos baseados numa interpretaA,,o 
distorcida, equivocada, sem considerar a cultura dos autores blIblicos, 
a Igreja Pentecostal Deus E Amor poder: entrar em nova fase de 


repress,o doutrin-ria, mas isto E campo para os estudiosos do fenUmeno 
religioso (Acir da Cruz Camargo, Ponta Grossa - PR, ibid.)

FREQUENCY --- Southgate February 22, 2015 


When the 'Deutsche Welle' decided to close down one of their 500 KW 
short wave broadcast transmitters near Munich at the end of 2012, a 
group containing some German radio amateurs applied for and were 
allocated the then available short wave frequency of 6070 KHz in 2013. 


This group now have an operational 10KW station on the frequency, 
using the driver stages from the old Deutsche Welle transmitter. The 
rest of the transmitter was built by and is run by Rainer DB8QC . The 
licence allow transmission 24/7 but at present most transmissions are 
on a weekend during daylight hours. 


Content is mainly provided by existing Internet Radio stations wanting 
to get their material "on-the-air" this includes several soceities 
that remember the days of the Pirate Radio pop music stations in the 
North sea between England and Holland and a lot of their music content 
is from the 60's and 70's. 


Additional content is being sought and at only 15 Euros an hour, this 
is not a corporate big business rather a facility where smaller groups 
can afford to buy time to transmit their content. One such group is 
the Deutsche Amateur Radio Club, the National Amateur Radio Soceity in 
Germany, who hope to have a weekly 2 hour slot on the station from 
mid-March to send a DX orientated program, probably from 6pm local 
time on Sundays. 


The DARC DX magazine will be in the German language and targeted 
towards German speaking listeners. Amateur radio is an international 
medium however so there are thoughts of also producing an 
international / English hour in addition, to reach out across Europe 


not only to radio amateurs but also to short wave listeners and the 
general public. 


When I talked with another Rainer DF2NU who is one of the group 
running the station and the president of the Munich South section of 
the DARC, he told me that they hope to be able to broadcast more often 
once sufficient content is available however they are already seeing 
other broadcasters such as Radio China moving onto the frequency in 
the evenings as those stations percieve 6070 KHz as a free frequency. 


Rainer told me that currently "Channel 292" has airtime bookings for 
20-25 hrs a week, mostly on weekends at which times it runs at 10 kW 
output. When the station is idle (as there is no booking), the 
transmitter power is reduced to 1kW and transmits an infinite music- 
loop with no actual program. Late evenings, after 8pm local, the 
transmitter is switched off completely in order to save energy costs. 
Rainer stressed that the license is for 24/7 so they can use the 
frequency at any time when they have content. 


With a current rate of EUR 15,-- per hour airtime you cannot earn any 
money. This broadcast station is an extenion of the amateur radio 
hobby and the group seek to simply cover their costs. 


Thinking back to the very start of amateur radio, Hams were allowed to 
transmit music, news and entertainment programs, so it's nice to see 
some of this coming back onto the short wave bands thanks to the 
efforts of groups like this one. 


I wonder as we see more and more broadcasters leaving the short wave 
bands in favour of Internet broadcasting, whether we'll see more 
licences and surplus transmitters being picked up by amateur radio 
groups? This seems to be somewhat of a repeat of the situation when it 
was said 200 metres and up is useless for broadcasting - give it to 
the amateurs.

10000/250 watts, slogan La Caponera. IRCA says 3000/2500 watts, La 
Consentida. WRTH splits the difference with 10000/250 watts, La 
Consentida. 


What does Caponera mean? My Random House Latin American Spanish 
dixionary says: *‘coop for fattening capons’*; informally, °‘gaol’’; 
or ‘‘place where one lives well free of charge’*. But root word capUn 
also means castrated or gelded, as for roosters. A great name for a 
radio station, eh? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


**x MEXICO. 1510, Feb 24 at 0127, Spanish talk from N/S is dominant, 
presumed XEQI in Monterrey NL; no WLAC needing to be nulled (Glenn

In short, keeping the archive online has become too 
complicated. Parts of the archive have been secured or placed 
elsewhere, but tens of thousands of journalistic texts and blogs could 
find themselves in a virtual paper shredder and will possibly be 
deleted. Articles in Dutch are least likely to be kept save and freely 
available.

Meeting rejected --- The RNW management has rejected a meeting on the 
matter with a delegation of former members of staff. However, the 
management says that any éreasonablei request to view the archive 
shall be honoured. 


Eradicated --- The reasons given for the decision to take the archive 
offline are cuts and a lack of brand recognition. The new organisation 
has distanced itself from the previous activities of Radio Netherlands 
Worldwide, on the grounds that these no longer match the current 
brief. There is apparently regularly confusion between the new RNW and 
old Radio Netherlands Worldwide, as a result the current activities 
are failing to get sufficiently noticed. By taking the internet 
archive offline, the competition it poses (RNWis own past) has been 
eradicated, and with it part of the Netherlandsi broadcasting history. 


Save the archive --- The @Save the Radio Netherlands Worldwide 
Archivei (6Red het archief van Radio Nederland Wereldomroepi) campaign 
group strongly opposes this extremely regretful decision and demands a 
solution. The current course of action demonstrates a total disregard 
for the informative value (worldwide) of this archive and for the work 
of hundreds of passionate and renowned journalists.

archive material is 6éco-ownedi by Dutch tax payers and should be 
handled with due care. 


The campaign group asks colleagues in the media, politicians and 
librarians to draw attention to this matter. When archive images, 
recordings and text material can be treated with such disdain, it is 
something that all people should care about: it is a threat to our 
historic, cultural and journalistic heritage.

Kai - The problem Radio Netherlands faces now has nothing to do with 
being lost in cyberspace. Since 2012 under the new mandate, they don't 
serve or target listeners. This is because they are effectively no 
longer a radio station. Their new mandate is to promote freedom of 
speech, through education of media people in the countries they 
target. 


Now let's take China, for example. Even if they did continue to 
produce programs and use shortwave, no one in China even knows what 
Radio Netherlands is. Even people at CRI who I worked with had never 
heard of them. But they all know BBCWS, VOA, RFI, DW, Radio Australia, 
NHK, etc. But Radio Netherlands --- So even if RNW was to have 
programs blasting towards China, no one would listen. 


From 2012 onwards, RNW made a few substantial mistakes. The first one 
being: If RNW ceased being a radio station, the name Radio Nederland 

Wereldomroep (Radio Netherlands Worldwide), should have been dropped. 
Because in the rest of the world they have a legacy problem. 60 years 


on the air was a problem. Now they thought that the RNW brand was 
strong enough that the work they are now mandated to do would be easy. 
But if anything, it hurt what they are trying to do. The Radio 
Netherlands brand is not strong enough. 


The second big error is the person who is heading the Chinese side of 
Radio Netherlands has: Cannot speak Chinese, never lived in China and 
I can tell you after having a conversation with him, has no idea how 
China works. How can you manage a language when you don't speak it? 
How can you manage a department that is suppose to promote free speech 
in China when you have ever lived there? How does that work? 


What Radio Netherlands realized over the last 12 months is that 
because of its legacy, the only way they can TRY to move forward is by 
erasing anything that they did before 2012. 


Now in 2013, I sent to Radio Netherlands a document on what they 
should be doing if they want to make any impact in independent 
journalism in China. Well, 13 months later they finally contacted me. 
We had a conference called that lasted about 2 hours. Also on the call 
were the staff from their Chinese department. It was annoying, because 
the head of the department could not speak Chinese and I sensed that 
some of the things that we discussed went right over his head. During 
the meeting I stressed that they need to drop "Radio Netherlands". 
Come up with a new name. A name that could easily be branded in China. 
Using the "so-called" Radio Netherlands brand in China is like 
branding the Shanghai Media Group in Europe. No one’s heard of them. 


The other thing I pointed out was the content on their Chinese site 
helanonline.cn. There is nothing new and it's content that you can 
already find on sites in China like Weibo and others. So why would 
anyone check out a Chinese site from Radio Netherlands. Also I should 
mention that web traffic for the site is very low. 


It should also be pointed out they never intended to, as you put it, 
"Did they really believe that they could maintain the glory from the 
old broadcasting world?'. This was never the intent after the change 
in mandate. They were going into a direction that had no business 
model. 


Back in 2012 I predicted that Radio Netherlands would vanish in a few 
years. The writing is on the wall now. With a budget of 12 million 
Euros, they need to show the government that it is money well spent. 
It could have been, but no one at Radio Netherlands had the experience

Imitation, they say, is the sincerest form of flattery. But it 
can also be an insidious form of disinformation. 


On February 9, a clone account appeared on Twitter that mimics 
the account of RFE/RL's Russian-language service Radio Svoboda, 
using nearly identical graphics and a very similar account name. 
The account name misspells the Russian word "svoboda" as 
"svoboba. " 


The profile box of the fake account reads, in Russian, "Free news 
on Radio Liberty. We change your motherland into our sneakers." 
It then gives two purported "contact numbers" which are actually 
the public lines to Russia's Foreign Intelligence Service. 


A few days earlier, a similar clone account appeared that mimics 
the account of the Russian-language service of Voice of America 
(VOA). That account encourages "those who wish to report on the 
movements of the armed forces of the Russian Federation" to call 
a number that turns out to be the reception line for the Federal 
Security Service (FSB). In this case, the account name is "Colos 
Ameriki" instead of the Russian for Voice of America, which is 
Golos Ameriki. 


Few Followers 


The fakes are off to a slow start, with the fake VOA account 
collecting only 33 followers so far and the fake Radio Liberty 
account mustering only three fans. The real VOA Russian Service 
account has more than 188,000 followers, while the genuine RFE/RL 
Russian Service account has 108,000. 


However, both fake accounts are tweeting a deceptive mixture of 
plausible tweets (with links back to real material on the sites 
of the Russian services of RFE/RL and VOA) and implausible ones 
with links to unprofessional pro-Russian propaganda sites 
spreading disinformation about the conflict in Ukraine and other 
issues. 


In at least one case, a tweet from the fake RFE/RL account was 
used in a Russian-media story and passed off as information from 
RFE/RL's Russian Service. 


Such deception is very likely the main purpose of the fake 
accounts. 


Peter Pomerantsev, a former Russian television producer who has 
written a report on "how the Kremlin weaponizes information," 
told The New York Times on February 13 that the tactics the 
Kremlin and its supporters have developed are "not so much an 
information war, but a war on information." 


The management of RFE/RL has complained to Twitter about the 
unauthorized use of its intellectual property.

The BBC licence fee is becoming "harder and harder to justify", a 
committee of MPs has said. 


The corporations' governing body - the BBC Trust - and its chair Rona 
Fairhead also came under fire from parliamentarians. 


The Commons Culture, Media and Sport Committee called for the trust - 
which has "failed to meet expectations" - to be abolished, in its 
report on the future of the corporation. 


Hours before the publication of the report, the c hair of the Public 
Accounts Committee Margaret Hodge used a hearing about the BBC's 
buildings to highlight "question marks" about the role of Ms Fairhead 
at the corporation after allegations HSBC's Swiss branch helped 
wealthy customers dodge tax. 


Ms Fairhead - a member of the bank's board since 2004 - took over at 
the trust after Lord Patten stood down last year. 


Ms Hodge said: " There are clearly question marks arising about her 
role", adding that the HSBC allegations "raise issues that somebody 
should be looking at" at the BBC. 


The Culture, Media and Sport Committee report called for a slimmed- 
down BBC, saying it should "reduce" its content in over-served areas 


or where its "public service characteristics" were "marginal". 


"The BBC must make the most effective use of licence fee payers' money 
and should not be trying to do everything itself. 


"The BBC needs to be able to make bigger, braver decisions on its 


strategy and inevitably must do less in some areas." 


The committee recommended an end to "anachronistic" criminal penalties 
for non-payment of the licence fee, saying non-payment should be 
pursued through civil courts. 


It said in the short-term there was no better alternative to the 
licence fee, currently set at -L-145.50, but that a German-style levy 
on all households, regardless of whether or not people watched live 
television, was its "preferred alternative". 


As a minimum, it said the licence fee - which was not currently 
required to watch iPlayer - must be amended to cover "catch-up 
television as soon as possible". 


The report said: "We believe that the forthcoming round of charter 
review should not rush profound changes such as the abolition of the 
licence fee model but the BBC must prepare for the possibility of a 
change in the 2020s. 


"We recommend that as a minimum the licence fee must be amended to 
cover catch-up television as soon as possible." 


The report said "public trust in the BBC dipped" as a result of recent 
controversies including "excessive severance payments" which saw 
George Entwistle receive -L-450,000 despite only 54 days as director 
general, the -L-100 million failed Digital Media Initiative, the Jimmy 
Savile scandal and a Newsnight investigation that led to the late Lord 
McAlpine being wrongly accused of child abuse. 


Committee chair John Whittingdale said the BBC had "suffered from a 
succession of disasters of its own making" over recent years but it 
"remains a widely admired and trusted institution". 


He said: "In the short-term, there appears to be no realistic 
alternative to the licence fee, but that model is becoming harder and 
harder to justify and sustain." 


He added: "The BBC has tried for too long to be all things to all 
people - with the rapid changes in communication and media technology 
and markets and changing audience needs and behaviours, this no longer 
works." 


He said the trust " has failed to meet expectations and should be 
abolished" saying it was "too close" to the BBC and blurred 


"accountability". 


The committee praised BBC children's output, saying without the 


corporation "many younger people would have to rely largely on a diet 
of acquired US television programmes". 


On BBC3, which the corporation wants to move online, the MPs said it 
was "right that the BBC Executive is considering alternative ways to 
reach BBC3's target audience". 


The committee praised the broadcaster for making savings without 
denting audience appreciation of its services, but said it needed to 
be "bold and upfront" about further cuts and it "should aim to be a 
better, more transparent, self-critic." 


It also recommended watchdog Ofcom become the final arbiter of 
complaints over BBC content. 


A BBC spokesman said: "This report confirms the importance of the BBC 
in national life and recommends maintaining and modernising the 
licence fee, something we have said is necessary. 


"We're grateful to the committee for endorsing our record for 
efficiency and maintaining the quality of programmes and services, and 
note members overwhelmingly voted against moving to a subscription 
funding model." 


But Professor Steven Barnett, who gave evidence to the committee, 
criticised the report, saying that the recommendations would damage 
the BBC. 


He criticised the recommendation for an independent Public Service 
Broadcasting Commission (PSBC) to replace the BBC Trust, assess BBC 
performance, determine the level of public funding allocated to the 
BBC and withhold funding as an "ultimate sanction". 


"The ultimate aim of this report appears to be a smaller, poorer, less 
publicly attuned BBC which will simply be filling in the spaces left 
by commercial competitors, rather than a thriving and dynamic 
institution which serves its audiences and operates in the public 
interest. 


"It seems to be aimed more at appeasing the BBC's competitors than 
promoting the interests of consumers and citizens," the professor of 
communications at the University of Westminster said. 


A BBC Trust spokeswoman said: "This report highlights a number of 
issues and challenges that the Trust recognises and that we are 
seeking to address, and we agree that there must be robust internal 
governance and independent regulatory oversight of the BBC. 


"Charter Review will be when this and other issues are debated 
thoroughly, but we welcome this thoughtful and considered early 
contribution. 


"In the meantime, the Trust will continue to argue for a BBC that 
delivers accurate, independent and high- quality content that provides 
something for everyone, underpinned by a universal funding model."

Renowned BBC broadcasters Huw Wheldon and Malcolm Muggeridge were both 
"sropers", an historian has claimed [captions] 


Professor Jean Seaton said powerful men at the corporation in the 
1970s and 80s "abused their position" and one unnamed man in a 
"position of authority was known to proposition younger women, 
especially secretaries, for spanking sessions". 


Prof Seaton spoke with women who worked at the BBC during the period 
for her book, Pinkoes And Traitors: The BBC And The Nation 1974-1987, 
and said even "the great Huw Wheldon and the apparently saintly 
Malcolm Muggeridge both groped incontinently". 


Wheldon, who died in 1986, was a D-day war hero and founded the first 
TV arts programme Monitor in 1958, while Muggeridge, the renowned 
author, media personality, and satirist, died in 1990. 


Prof Seaton told The Guardian: "Huw Wheldon - a great public service 
broadcaster, and Malcolm Muggeridge, the anguished voice of dissent of 
the time - were both gropers. 


"Of course so were many other men in most other British institutions 
then. The term 'sexual harassment’ did not even exist to identify the 
problem until a bunch of academic feminists coined the term in 1974. 


"Of course nothing excuses the behaviour, but the middle class, 
aspirant women who were transforming the BBC in the 1970s and 1980s 
were not damaged by it. Indeed they were on a crusade to stop it." 


Prof Seaton's book comes ahead of the publication of Dame Janet 
Smith's review, which is looking at the culture and practices of the 
BBC during the years that Jimmy Savile worked there. 


Savile, a Radio 1 DJ who also presented the BBC's Top Of The Pops and 
Jim'll Fix It, died aged 84 in October 2011 - a year before 
allegations that he had sexually abused children were broadcast in ITV 
documentary Exposure: The Other Side Of Jimmy Savile. 


It is clear in Prof Seaton's book that none of those she mentions were 
alleged to be child abusers (via Mike Cooper, DXLD)

WASHINGTON --- The Broadcasting Board of Governors met [Wednesday] 
at its Washington, D.C. headquarters and welcomed for the first 
time Andrew Lack, who joined as CEO and Director in January 2015. 


"I feel really good about where we are headed," said Chairman 
Jeff Shell, remarking on the newest board members and the arrival 
of Andrew Lack as CEO. "Our new board members each bring their 
own expertise, and Andy is an icon in the news business who 
understands the essence of what we do the content." 


Shell also welcomed Ambassador Karen Kornbluh to her first official 
meeting of the BBG. Kornbluh was sworn in after the Board's December 
17 meeting and succeeds Governor Michael Meehan. The board today 
adopted a resolution honoring his service to the agency. 


Along with other threats to BBG journalists, the board discussed 
troubling developments in Azerbaijan. On December 26, Azerbaijani 
police raided and closed the RFE/RL Bureau in Baku. On February 

13, new charges were brought against Khadija Ismayilova, an 
investigative journalist and RFE/RL contributor, who remains jailed in 
pre-trial detention and if convicted could receive a maximum sentence 
of 12 years in prison. RFE/RL's bureau remains closed, its accounts 
frozen, and several Baku staff members have left Azerbaijan. 


"While Khadija demonstrates fierce resolve, we are deeply concerned 
and outraged by the Azerbaijani government's flagrant assaults on 
press freedom," Shell said. 


Discussing the challenges BBG journalists face in the field, BBG 
CEO Andrew Lack shared observations from his trip with BBG Governor 
Ken Weinstein to Kiev and Prague. Lack described "the strong work 
being done by our people in the field," and praised the "exemplary 
collaboration between RFE/RL and VOA in covering Ukraine." 


In addition to board business, the Voice of America gave a 
presentation on its activities and accomplishments in the past year. 
VOA Director David Ensor, along with journalists from the Kurdish, 
Persian, Spanish, Ukrainian, and English services as well as digital 
media, demonstrated how the network is expanding social media 
engagement and mobile distribution, responding to information crises 
in West Africa, Ukraine and Russia, and expanding its successful 
affiliate model in Latin America and elsewhere.

Pandering at the Voice of America 

PART II: MIXING ADVOCACY WITH NEWS REPORTING 

Should VOA reporters inject themselves into a story?

Unfortunately, a prodigious level of pandering and self-promotion is 
also observed below the level of VOA director, in social media and 
other activities of certain reporters. 


This raises important questions that would and should be debated 
publicly if VOA were not so off the radar from public scrutiny, 
questions that should not simply be swept under the carpet by the new 
BBG CEO, Andy Lack, who considers himself a journalist, not just a 
media management executive. 


It's not clear whether VOA officials recognize the dangers, or if they 
care. If they did, they would make sure, and fast, that the people 
involved in the matters described here understand why they shouldn't 
be doing what they're doing. 


In 2014, while covering Vice President Joe Biden's visit to Ukraine, 
respected VOA Ukrainian Service TV personality, Myroslova Gongadze, 
used her Facebook page for what former and some current VOA reporters 
called blatant mixing of political activism into reporting. 


Among numerous posts, she displayed video of Biden exiting his SUV to 
visit a monument to the fallen of the Orange revolution in 2004 and 
2005. Gongadze's husband, Georgiy, was an investigative journalist who 
was kidnapped and murdered several years before, in 2000. 


Observing the video, the impression one gets is that the VOA reporter 
was selected well ahead of Biden's stop at the monument. He exits the 
SUV, Gongadze quickly joins him, and they walk arm-in-arm to the 
monument. 


For security reasons alone, her role with Biden would normally would 
be coordinated and cleared in advance with the Secret Service, which 
had kept Biden away from what news reports described as an "angry 
crowd" at another point during the visit. 


At other points on the Biden trip, which also included Morocco and 
Turkey, Gongadze posted photos of herself posing with a Secret Service 


agent and editorialized about Biden being "a good man", lamenting that 
he had not had a "good day" because he had to dodge an angry mob near 
another memorial site in Kiev. 


Other posts promoted the group "Friends of Ukraine" which was lobbying 
Congress to approve aid to Ukraine's government. One photo pictured 
her draped in a Ukrainian flag. 


No journalist -- whether covering a high-level official or an event -- 
should inject themselves into a story in which they have a vested 
interest, or depend on instructions from managers to know that 
avoiding such an impression is important. 


When I, and two other former VOA correspondents raised the issue, on 
the influential BBG Watch site, and on my personal Facebook page, we 
were attacked by current and former agency employees, though others 
understood the point we made. 


A former head of VOA's Public Relations office assailed critics of 
this activism-cum-journalism as endorsing "journalistic rape". Another 
current employee said: "There is a certain amount of promotion that's 
necessary in developing, engaging, and maintaining a popular news 
program with a big audience." 


Former VOA intelligence and foreign correspondent Gary Thomas observed 
that, Gongadze "deserves our sympathy and our admiration [but]. 
engaging in advocacy . . . taints news coverage, no matter how well- 
meaning and noble the cause may be." 


Thomas pointed to VOA's Standards and Practices guidance: 


"VOA journalists are also reminded they should not use their 
professional affiliation with VOA to advocate for political or 
social causes and when speaking to outside groups, they should 
refrain from taking sides on public issues. . .staff members should 
not march or rally in support of public causes or movements or sign 
advertisements or petitions taking a position on public issues, 
domestic or foreign..." 


. and the Society of Professional Journalists revised Code of 
Ethics: 


"Journalists should avoid conflicts of interest, real or perceived. 
(They should) disclose unavoidable conflicts (and) refuse gifts, 
favors, fees, free travel and special treatment, and avoid political 
and other outside activities that may compromise integrity or 
impartiality, or may damage credibility." 


Another former senior VOA correspondent said "VOA journalists should 
not be props in political photo ops by US (or other) politicians, or 
accept medals from one side or another in a civil war. I would have 

run like hell away from any situation like that." 


Our concerns were shared, though half-heartedly it seemed, by BBG 
Watch. Ted Lipien had praised Gongadze for taking a leading role in 
social media outreach. VOA managers, he insisted, apparently failed to 
brief her about what was acceptable, or not, to post on social media. 


The BBG (a nine-member bipartisan board created in the 1990's to 
oversee all U.S. overseas broadcasting, with the Secretary of State 
serving in an ex officio role) lost no time joining in celebrating 
Gongadze's status and visibility. During one of its sessions, 
Ukraine's ambassador presented Gongadze with an award from the 
government in Kiev. 


Newly-installed BBG CEO Andy Lack, who has had high praise for 
Gongadze's connections and popularity and was with her in Ukraine 
during Secretary of State Kerry's January visit, had a smartphone 
photo taken with her. 


After I contacted a VOA official, who formerly headed VOA's newsroom 
and plays a role in overseeing adherence to standards for Internet and 
social media, about the propriety of Gongadze's Biden trip posts, all 
but one of them disappeared. 


Gongadze has not made any on-the-record comment about the controversy. 
She continued a level of self-promotion on her Facebook page, posting 
a photo of herself with State Department spokeswoman Jen Psaki during 
Secretary Kerry's visit to Kiev. 


There was no discussion of the issue during a BBG session on February 
18th, during which board members viewed a video presentation 
highlighting VOA reporting on events in Ukraine. 


Questions about the mixing of advocacy with journalism also arose 
involving other VOA reporters, including one who promoted 
participation in a "State Department project." 


An October 28th BBG news release identified this as "data journalism 
workshops for journalists and journalism students" in Macedonia. 
Later, the reporter also used his page to voice support for 
journalists who were under pressure in Macedonia. 


Another example from 2014 raised questions about the extent to which 
officials of BBG, IBB, and VOA are encouraging VOA reporters promote 
themselves as activists, or perhaps choosing to exert no oversight. 


On August 15th, the NBC program "Press Pass" -- hosted that day by 

Kelly O'Donnell -- highlighted a VOA reporter on the plight of the 

Yazidi people in Iraq

The chyron read: "Voice of America journalist and Yazidi activist 
Dakhil Shammo on the situation in Iraq between Yazidi faithful and 
ISIS militants." 


During the interview with O'Donnell, the VOA reporter spoke about 
having been part of a delegation of Yazidi activists that visited the 
White House and State Department, advising the Obama administration 
regarding the situation in Iraq. 


As sympathetic as the world continues to be to the plight of various 
segments of Iraq's population, this was another example of VOA 
reporters pushing the envelope of activism-cum-journalism. 


It's not clear how many of these appearances take place, how the 
approval process works and what role senior VOA and other officials 
have. For a federal agency (again, which Ensor has called a news 
company), and its public relations machine, these are considered home 
runs. 


Activism-cum-journalism at VOA has generated concerns among some 
reporters in the agency who usually seek to avoid the appearance of, 
or actual, conflicts of interest. 


"Believe me, there has been a slippery slope in this area for a long 
time," said one correspondent in VOA's central newsroom after being 
contacted about one of the examples above. 


One senior VOA editor raised the Yazidi issue with managers, saying: 
"I wouldn't be so naive as to think that people from VOA services have 
not been lobbying the government in the past for their particular 
ethnic specialties, but this trumpeting of his background as a 
"journalist" gives a new definition of the word." 


Attention was also drawn to the matter of BBG and VOA paying a few 
outside part-time writers to provide commentaries on various subjects, 
that are then posted on VOA's main English website. 


Several years ago, as part of efforts by the VOA English web operation 
to gain more online traction, a decision was made to begin posting 
articles labeled as a "column." 


Initially, these did not contain a full explanation of who the writer 
was, or make clear that they did not reflect the views of the U.S. 
government, or VOA. Some lacked bylines altogether, containing only a 
bio at the end of the article. 


I personally began to protest this practice to the management of both 
VOA's central newsroom, and to the then editor in charge of the 
English web desk, pointing out that use of the term "column" was 
unclear, to say the least. 


The commentaries continued to run and became more numerous, and have 
brought criticism from current and former VOA journalists. 


A reporter who files for VOA from overseas said: "I'm noticing, in 
addition, that there is more "commentary" being slipped onto the 
website in the guise of "news. [including pieces by journalist] 
Barbara Slavin. If the management wants to label her "editorials" as 
such, that's fine by me, but not without such a caveat." 


Indeed, it's still not known what financial arrangements VOA has made 
with Slavin, who writes primarily on Mideast/Iran issues, and others 
whose opinions appear on VOA's front page. 


In a comment posted on BBG Watch, a former VOA correspondent wrote: 


"I personally am opposed to editorials and opinion columns such as 
Slavin's, on VOA. It may be fine for a privately owned news 
organization to have editorials, but I think they make it harder for 
VOA to gain the trust of its audience that its reporting is 
objective." 


Managers of VOA's newsroom and other officials can (and did at times) 
dismiss such concerns. But it was apparent that questions raised in 
BBG Watch and elsewhere, including reactions by American readers if 
VOA's site, to some of the pieces, had some impact. Two such comments 
read: 


"Alan G. from: North Carolina 

January 15, 2015 04:34 

How is this column objective? It is embarrassing that VOA published 
this. Journalism has gone so downhill. 


Thomas Rodrick from: Amherst, NY 

January 16, 2015 03:06 

This is outrageous. Do American taxpayers pay for this content? It 
is anti-American." 


Another comment raised a question of bias: 


.u curiously leave out the reasons why Bibi & most of Israel feel 
threatened by Iran. With their daily threats to WIPE Israel OUT, & 
Having fomented multiple bands of lethal terrorists @ its borders, 
with masses of rockets at their ready; Iran is well advanced into 
their clearly articulated diabolical m.o. The US has already failed in 
preventing the second worst rough state on the planet namely N. Korea 
from going nuclear. Israel will not stand by as the worst one jauntily 
tries slipping by as well. Slavenly or not, ducking barbs or absorbing 
them, by way of bombs or bombast, BIBI will not be snookered by 
imbeciles of VOA's ilk, into submission! " 


The VOA website still carries bylined articles by Slavin, and others. 
But there is no information immediately at the top of each piece 
identifying relationships with VOA. 


The reader must wait until the end where it's explained that, in 
Slavin's case, she is a "senior fellow at the Atlantic Council's South 
Asia Center and a correspondent for Al-Monitor.com, a website 
specializing in the Middle East. -" as well as a "regular 
commentator" for VOA, NPR, PBS, and C-SPAN. 


However, in a clear indication that criticisms have had an effect, 
what were labeled "Columns" are now labeled "Opinions," and at least 
some of her newest articles (not all) even started to carry a 
disclaimer: "The views and opinions expressed are those of the author 
and do not necessarily reflect the position of Voice of America." 


PART III: A LOOK ACROSS THE TERRAIN . . . DECEPTIVE PRACTICES 


Let's survey the terrain roughly a year after the controversy erupted 
over H.R. 4490, the House-passed bill that proponents said is critical 
to lasting reform of U.S. international broadcasting/media, but which 
opponents assert will destroy journalism at VOA. 


The bill had Democratic and Republican support on Capitol Hill, in 
large part triggered by a record of mismanagement, and according to 
inspector general reports, illegality at BBG.

Obama Administration FY 2016 budget document for the Broadcasting 
Board of Governors (BBG) talks about "supporting current foreign 
policy priorities." 


Such language from the Obama White House and the State Department is 
not likely to please some senior Voice of America (VOA) English 
newsroom correspondents who had strongly objected to somewhat similar 
wording included in the proposed 2014 bipartisan Royce-Engel H.R. 4490 
bill to reform the BBG. The bill was passed unanimously by the House 
of

FY 2016 State Department Budget Request includes the following 
justification (see below) for the FY 2016 budget request for the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors. FY 2016 Budget Request for the BBG is 
on page 57 of the State Department document. 


The Administration's FY 2016 budget request for BBG of $751 million 
represents a $9.4 million increase over the FY 2015 budget estimate of 
$742 million. The actual FY 2014 BBG budget was $733 million. 


The Obama Administration seems to be determined to de-federalize the 
Office of Cuba Broadcasting (OCB), currently a federal entity within 
the Broadcasting Board of Governors composed of Radio and TV Marti. 


The following sentence is found at the end of the State Department's 
FY 2016 budget justification document section dealing with the BBG, 
although it does not specifically mention the OCB or Radio and TV 
Marti. 


"Finally, the FY 2016 request proposes the authority for BBG to 
establish and supervise grants to an independent grantee 
organization to carry out media activities to Haiti and the Latin 
American region." 


Another section of the Obama Administration document talks about 
"supporting current foreign policy priorities [Emphasis added.], such 
as countering propaganda from Russia and the violent extremism of the 
ISIL." It also refers to "BBG's evolution away from shortwave radio 
transmissions [Emphasis added], and invests substantial new funding in 
expanding television, digital video, mobile and social platforms, and 
growing our global FM radio network [Emphasis added.]. 


"The FY 2016 request includes reductions and investments that 
rebalance BBG resources towards more aggressive use of television 
and digital media platforms. The BBG's budget focuses on supporting 
current foreign policy priorities, such as countering propaganda 
from Russia and the violent extremism of the ISIL. The requested 
funding will continue BBG's evolution away from shortwave radio 
transmissions, and invests substantial new funding in expanding 
television, digital video, mobile and social platforms, and growing 
our global FM radio network." 


The document also talks about the BBG establishing "new strategic 
performance measurements to further evolve away from outputs to 
outcomes and impacts with key strategic audiences."

EDITORIAL 


Monticello, Maine, February 20, 2015 -- International Shortwave Radio 
Station WBCQ The Planet is pleased to announce the return to radio of 
shock jock Hal Turner. The Hal Turner Show will have its grand re- 
launch on Wednesday, October 7, 2015 at 9:00 PM EDT and will be heard 
throughout the United States as well as 70 [sic] other countries 
around the world on WBCQ at 7.490 MHz. 


Turner, who previously aired his program on WBCQ, was arrested by the 
FBI on June 24, 2009 after publishing an editorial on his talk radio 
show web site. In the editorial, Turner criticized three United States 


Judges in Chicago for their ruling which upheld Chicagos ban on 
handguns. Turner wrote that the three judges were traitors to the 
Constitution who deserve to be killed. 


Former United States Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald of Chicago claimed 
that Turner's statement was a threat to assault and murder three 
United States Judges. Turner argued that saying someone deserves 
something, iS an opinion protected by the First Amendment. 


Turner was put on trial in December 2009 in Brooklyn Federal Court. 
The first trial ended in a hung jury, with 9 out of the 12 jurors 
voting not guilty. The government tried Turner a second time in March 
2010, and again, the jury was hung. At that point, financially wrecked 
by legal fees, Turner declared bankruptcy and was appointed a federal 
public defender. 


The government put Turner on trial for an astonishing third time (a 
process usually reserved only for high ranking mafia bosses) and 
Turner was convicted on August 13, 2010. Sentenced to thirty-three 
months in prison and three years probation, Turner has served his 
sentence and will return to the airwaves on October 7. He is the only 
living American media personality in the United States ever put in 
prison for an editorial. 


The show will be a listener call-in talk show format as it was before 
and will retain its slogan Free Speech No Matter Who Doesn‘t Like It. 
The show will likely be simulcast live via Internet, but negotiations 
are still in progress as to what web site will carry the show. Other 
radio stations in New York City and elsewhere are also negotiating to 
broadcast Turners program. More details will be released as they 
become available.

HAM ACTIVITY --- Southgate, February 18, 2015 


The ARRL has asked a Massachusetts company that plans to conduct 
experimental transmissions over wide portions of the HF spectrum 
either to avoid Amateur Radio allocations or to announce the times and 
frequencies of their transmissions in advance. 


The FCC last fall granted MITRE Corporation of Bedford, Massachusetts, 
a 2-year Part 5 Experimental License, WH2XCI, to operate 21 
transmitters at 10 fixed New York and Massachusetts sites. MITRE plans 
to test wideband HF communication techniques on a variety of bands 
between 2.5 MHz and 16 MHz. 


"[T]t will not be possible for MITRE to operate these transmitters 
within the Amateur Radio Service allocations...without causing harmful 
interference to a large number of Amateur Radio operators on an 
ongoing basis," ARRL Chief Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, said ina 


February 12 letter to MITRE. 


Imlay said that if MITRE does not agree to avoid ham radio bands or to 
announce times and frequencies of transmissions ahead of time, it will 
ask the FCC to rescind the company's Experimental License or to impose 
a prior notification requirement "in real time for each and every use 
of the transmitters authorized at each site." 


The WH2XCI Experimental License authorizes maximum bandwidths of 5 
kHz, 500 kHz, and 1 MHz at effective radiated power levels of 6 W, 24 
W, or 122 W. MITRE has indicated that most bandwidths would be between 
100 and 300 kHz. 


"At these power levels with the operating parameters proposed, it will 
be impossible to conduct your tests at any time within the Amateur 
Radio allocations and, at the same time, avoid harmful interference, " 
Imlay said. He noted that MITRE already conceded this point ina 
technical exhibit submitted to the FCC with respect to its 1 MHz 
bandwidth mode. 


Imlay said that when interference from MITRE's wide-bandwidth 
transmitters “inevitably occurs in the narrow-bandwidth, sensitive 
receivers" hams use, amateur licensees will have no way to determine 
the source of the interference or know to whom they might complain. 


"Thus, your assurance of operation on a ‘non-interference basis' is 
meaningless under the circumstances, and yet that is both a special 
condition of operation" of the WH2XCI license and under FCC Part 5 
regulations, Imlay told MITRE. 


"It is ARRL's intention to ensure that this experimental 
authorization, improvidently granted to the extent that it includes 
heavily used Amateur Radio allocations, is not permitted to cause 
interference to ongoing Amateur Radio HF communications," Imlay 
concluded. 


MITRE obtained the Experimental License to investigate high data rate 
wideband HF communication systems that exploit polarization diversity 
multiple input, multiple output concepts to expand the bandwidth of 
the communication channel.

I don’t see a program schedule, but they 
are also one of few stations that still signs off when they don't have 
to, at local midnight, with a rotating patriotic song, and always 
closing with Taps just after 0600 UT (soon 0500 UT with DST). KGGF 
used to leave the carrier on afterwards but I have not reconfirmed 
that lately. ‘Jim Bohannon’ runs until midnite weekdays; occasionally 
stays on later, like for a west-coast extra-inning silly baseball 
game. 


Back to the Feb 19 log: quick carrier break at 1314 UT, presumably 
switch from night to day facilities as official Feb sunrise is 1315 UT 
(March: bumps all the way up to 1230 UT): 10/5 kW U4, but no 
difference in groundwave signal here. Night pattern has four lobes, 
major one to the SW away from Montreal, and four deep nulls, while day 
pattern is tangent broadly almost circular more to the SSW. 


RRG News continues at 1314 UT Feb 19 with ‘Profile America’ for Friday 
Feb 13! Day in history from US Census Bureau, 1316 *‘Color Weather 
Radar’*, which has to be interpreted by the monochrome, audio-only 
announcer; shall we take his word for how colorful it is? (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 840, Feb 19 at 0650 UT, with WHAS nulled from a SAH more 
like 8 Hz than last night’s 7, a Spanish call-in show again about El 
Salvador; 0655 UT break ID as ESPN Deportes; 0658 UT, USG PSAs, still 
Spanish, including highway safety and 0659 UT influenza, but fading 
down just in time to miss a ToH ID, but already know it’s KVJY Pharr 
TX. 


The ESPN Deportes schedule via 

http: //espndeportes.espn.go.com/espndeportesradio/ 

shows weekdays at 1-2 am (presumably EST), a show merely called ‘FC’. 
On the ESPN Deportes program schedule via SiriusXM, which may not be 
the same, there is a 12-1 am ET show called F C | Central American 
Soccer. So that’s what I have been hearing. FC = f'tbol 
centroamericano? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 880-CUSB, Feb 19 at 1305 UT, Christian song somewhat 
overmodulated/distorted and not much on the lower sideband, as always 


from KHAC Tse Bonito NM; 1307 UT rendition of ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ 
in English to a different tune than usual! Wonder if they play that 
every morning. 1308 UT on to a hymn in Navajo. KHAC is always running 
day facility 10 kW ND, dominating rather than anything from KLRG AR, 
which should now be 50 kW ND. 


880-CUSB, Feb 21 at 0137 UT, KHAC, (Tse Bonito NM but address in 
Window Rock AZ), *‘the Voice of Hope’* program promo for something at 
5-9 pm M-F, i.e. this very show; constantly cheating with 10 kW ND day 
instead of 430 watts night, per NRC AM Log which also shows a 
different slogan, now abandoned? **‘Voice of Encouragement**. Also 
lists schedule as 08-24 EST, tho I also hear it as late as 02 EST; and 
all-night? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A [and non]. 980, Feb 24 at 0140 UT, Spanish talk explaining 
eligibility for Medicare, so it’s certainly United Statesian, from 
N/S, and in next 4 minutes clearly giving phone number 5 times: 832- 
701-3647. AC 832 = Houston TX, so this is KQUE, COL Rosenberg- 
Richmond, but address in Pasadena. NRC AM Log says it’s Radio Aleluya, 
5/4 kW U4. Day and night patterns throw major lobe SE into the Gulf, 
minor lobe NW toward me. 


At same time I am getting another weaker SS on 980, somewhat separable 
further to the SW, likely XENR Nueva Rosita, Coahuila, 0141 UT with 
local weather (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 990, Feb 21 at 0135, talk show with prompt ID as °'AM 990, 
KWAM*’* Memphis TN, phone 800-801-8999 and apparently another similar 
number depending on whether you agree with Giuliani or not about Obama 
being anti-American. What a crock! Holding its own for a while vs XET 
and CBW; night pattern is WNW/ESE with 450 watts, while day pattern is 
tight E-W with 10 kW (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 1060, Feb 23 at 0658 UT, bigsig, very good dominating from 
NW/SE with CRS = Catholic Relief Service rice-bowl ad, 0659 UT ‘‘pro- 
life update’*, dead air just before 0700 UT during a space reserved 
for local ID which was NOT transmitted, then into EWTN Radio, ‘Women 
of Grace, Live’ except it isn't, so please don't call. 


This is obviously KRCN Longmont CO, which as we reported, recently 
flipped from Bloomberg BIZ to Catholic EWTN, and was widely reported 
earlier this evening across the country as surely on non-direxional 
day power 50 kW instead of 111 watts night. Only by nulling it can I 
bring up the off-frequency LAHs from KIIJN, another cheater, and the 
new XERDO (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) Viz.: 


1060, KRCN, Longmont CO very strong --- Blowing the doors off since 
before 7 pm MST (02 UT) with EWTN content, clearly not on their 111 


watt night power (they are 50 kW NDA daytime). New log for me (Brian

xx US A. 1140, Feb 20 at 0652 UT, Coast to Coast, // KFAQ 1170 and 
countless others, but never synchronized; loops ENE/WSW and holding 
its own against XEMR. Suspect WRVA Richmond VA, and confirmed as such 
by several IDs at 0659 UT, ° ‘Newsradio 1140, WRVA** also with FM and 
HD frequencies, Fox ‘news’. 50 kW WRVA night pattern is NW/SE, so not 
much toward us (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1220, Feb 20 at 0655 UT, gospel music from the ENE/WSW, and 
C&W music from NNW/SSE, the latter soon replaced by caller speaking 
accented English, mentions DFW international airport, show host also 
with S Asian accent, so surely KZEE Weatherford TX, 200 watts at 
night, ~“South Asian Radio’* a.k.a. **Hot Pepper 1220°* pex NRC AM 
Log. The other station would normally be perpetual cheater WSLM Salem 
IN, which is Classic Country, rather than gospel, so maybe this was 
really KOMC Branson MO, 1000/44 watts, *‘‘Solid gospel’* (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1290, Feb 23 at 0706 UT, ©‘on the mighty 12-90, Koil**. Not 
often heard here; 5 kW day and night, but night pattern has minor lobe 
to SSW, major lobe to NNE, while day pattern is ND (the day contour 
circle in the NRC Pattern Book should be dotted). IIRC, KOIL, Omaha NE 
was once a major rocker, but now listed as news/talk. 


KOIL was on 1180 from 8/24/1993 to 4/22/2003 and again from 01/01/2009 
to 06/04/2012 when 1180 became KZOT, per FCC call sign history (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1530, Feb 21 at 0652 UT, romantic music in Spanish, 0655 UT 
UnivisiUn AmErica ID, Spanish PSAs including donate-your-car to a 
charity for the blind with an 800-number; 0657 UT another one 
promoting sex education for 14-19 year-olds, website sounded like 
poderdehablar.org but that goes nowhere; credit Texas Health 
Department about good diets; 0659 UT, 911 promo for lifesaving, YMCA, 
all in Spanish; before 0700 UT, only ID heard is for UnivisiUn 
AmErica, and into music. 


Thruout, WCKY without Brother Scare has been hard to null, but this 
one is from the N/S and has to be KGBT Harlingen, RGV, TX. Its 10 kW 
night pattern shows essentially zero signal to the north:

While day pattern is 50 kW ND; hmmm, could it be? BTW, there is 
another SS Texan between us, circa Austin, per NRC AM Log, KZNX, Radio 
Mujer, 10000/220 watts U7. 


1530, Feb 24 at 0125 UT, ‘UnivisiUn Radio’ ID in passing, and SHVA 
ads, 0126 UT Autozone, etc. from N/S, i.e. surely KGBT Harlingen, RGV 
TX. Standard remark about how KGBT is not supposed to put out any 
signal toward the north, but this was dominating anything else on 1530 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 1530, Feb 21 at 0701 UT, after logging KGBT from the south, 
I rotate the DX-398 to E/W, finding not WCKY, but church service 
announcements mentioning Little Rock, so it’s KVDW, England AR, 2.5 kW 
daytimer cheating again. 


I was hoping to hear 1530 Colorado Springs CO, which per AM Switch, 
NRC DX News post-dated Feb 23, changed call Feb 5 from KCMN to KkKHI, 
now Oldies 1530, and no longer on the I-25 Radio Network; but Wayne 
Heinen noted it was off the air as of Feb 13. Too, cheating would help 
get it here as before, 15 kW day power instead of 15 watts night. 
KKHI, alluding to hi-fidelity? was once the call of San Francisco's 
premier classical music station on 1550, until June 20, 1994 when it 
became KPIX; thence KYCY, KFRC, and currently KZDG (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 1550, Sun Feb 22 at 1350 UT, dominant signal on FRG-7 with 
E/W longwire is non-commercial-sounding interview about a campus 
United Way drive, on ‘Weekend Edition’ --- could it be 50 kW daytimer 
KUAZ Tucson AZ already? with a local segment cutaway from NPR Weekend 
Edition Sunday? No! Finally at 1353 UT a local reference to Cape 
Girardeau, so it’s KAPE in MO, on 5 kW day pattern skewed toward the 
west. BTW, Radio-locator shows address is way over in Mt Vernon IL: 
Withers corp HQ may be there, but is it also programmed remotely from 
there?? Transmitter site anyway is definitely near C.G. in MO. 
Meanwhile, no sign of KLFJ Springfield MO halfway between us which 
should also be on 5 kW ND day pattern, the Branson station on 1550 
(Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1560, Feb 23 at 0702 UT, I'm checking 1560 for DX, tho the 
absence of NYC makes absolutely no difference here in deep North 
America, since even when on, the WQEW/ex-WQXR blasted most of its 50 
kW signal over New England, the Maritimes and Olde England, never 
heard here. The hiatus is until Family Radio remakes it into a total 
nonentity, WFME, after having given up their old FM station in market. 


But I do get something odd on 1560, ESPN Radio, ‘Sports Center All- 
Night’, looping ENE/WSW, so it can’t be Houston, and besides, that's 


not ESPN, is it? NRC AM Log 2014-2015 shows several sports stations on 
upstart networks, but the only ESPN was WSLA, 500-watt daytimer in 
Slidell LA. No fit. 


So I Google on ESPN 1560 and soon find a nearby candidate, WMBH in 
Joplin MO! Yes, a legacy W-call in the West, belonging to a rather 
insignificant station, and originally on 1450 until a local 

station/format swap. It’s only 192 miles/310 km away, city-to-city. 


NRC AM Log 2014-2015 had WMBH as urban contemporary format, *‘The 
Beat’*, 250/9 watts. Altho the signal soon fades into QRM, I strongly 
suspect more than 9 watts. If it had stayed on 1450, it could be 
running 1000 watts at night, but with slightly more QRM.

Now it can be told since Rob published his log copy anyway: the three 
letters I was able to copy were DMA --- as in °’WaylanD MA**. It would 
really have been easier to copy at a somewhat faster rate, as there 
was fading within single characters (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx US A. 104.9 FM via webcasts, WCLV Cleveland, *‘*Sagebrush Bob’ ° 
announces on the Feb 21 edition that ‘Weekend Radio’ will start airing 
the 12 episodes of ‘Hitchhikers Guide to the Galaxy’ on Saturday March 
21. Probably during the second halves of the one-hour show, which will 
be on WCLV at 02-03 UT Sundays once DST is running; and on many other 
stations including KUCO 90.1 OK, one hour later (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX

UNIDENTIFIED. [Re 15-07:] Dutch DXer Max Van Arnhem has contacted the 
club to ask if we can help track down the source of some strange 
interference he is hearing on 1080 and 1134 kHz, which he suspects may 
be coming from one of the TalkSport transmitters. If members around 
the UK could check these frequencies, especially during the daytime, 
and let Max know if you can hear the interference during the daytime, 
to try and work out which transmitter it is coming from. Max writes: 


I suppose it was in November 2014 that I observed a nasty interference 
on 1080 and 1134 kHz. Since that time the interference is audible 
daily. The last week I have put a lot of time in investigating these 
interferences. 


I was also in contact with a group of radio listeners in The 
Netherlands, Belgium and Germany, who could also hear the interference 
on both frequencies. The signals are also audible in the UK. 


Now it is almost 100% sure that the interference is caused by signals 
of Talk Sport Radio. It is difficult to say which Talk Sport Radio 
transmitter is the origin of the interference. Also the Talk Sport 
transmissions were checked on their frequencies 1071 and 1089 kHz, but 
no strange signals can be heard. 


I made some recordings of the interference which you can hear on the 
following link:

Characteristics of the interference: 


Frequencies: 1080 kHz (best audible in Lower Side Band) and 1134 kHz 
(best audible in Upper Side Band, but also in Lower Side Band) 


Direction: In The Netherlands, Belgium and Germany the strongest 
signals of the interference can be heard on north / north west 
antennas. 


Hours of reception of the interference: The interference can be heard 
in The Netherlands, Belgium and Germany during the hours of darkness; 
remarkably, the signal sometimes disappears but returns after a short 
while; maybe that has to do with propagation. 


Now the question is which transmitter of Talk Sport is causing the 
interference? Nearby frequencies are 1071 (two low power stations) and 
1089 (several high power stations and also some lower power stations). 


As you may know, Talk Sport carries local advertising so if it was 
possible to match the interference to adverts on a particular regional 
transmitter it might be possible to work out where it is coming from. 


Because of reception conditions here on the mainland [of Europe], it 
is not very easy to find the transmitter which gives the trouble; so, 
I would like to ask the UK DXers to check their regional frequencies 
of Talk Sport and the affected frequencies 1080 and 1134, especially 
also daylight and not only at darkness. 


I hope you can report your findings mentioning your location, also 
when you donit hear the interference. As mentioned before, the signal 
sometimes disappears but returns after a short while, so if you donit 
hear the interference, do listen again somewhat later. 


In this way we can probably find the faulty transmitter. 73 (Max van 
Arnhem, The Netherlands, via BDXC-UK yg via DXLD)

6033.400, Odd Frequency, some Himalayan/Myanmar/Laos/Thailand area - 
music sound singer heard. Could that be Thimpu Bhutan so early at 2320 
UT, in 2300-2400 UT slot, not heard after 0000 UT anymore. Or is this 
an unknown spurious outlet and needs further investigation.

VIETNAM So, the 6033.4 kHz UNIDENTIFIED Spurious signal seems in the 
clearing now --- Most probably two symmetric spurious audio signals 
some +13.400 ... x.390 kHz away distance of fundamental Daclac / Dak 
Lak - Buon Me Thuot' site transmitter installation in Vietnam.

WISCONSIN: The National Association of Broadcasters released a study 
Wednesday showing that at least half of the UHF stations in the 
Milwaukee market would have to be voluntarily relinquished in order 
for the FCC to recover 120 MHz of spectrum in next year's reverse 
auction. 


The NAB's study, based on data from FCC simulations released last 
year, found that between 7 and 11 of the Milwaukee market's 13 UHF 
full-power and Class A stations would have to go off the air. The 
study says Milwaukee is the only Upper Midwest market that would 
definitely have to lose a UHF station in order for the auction to 
work, though the loss of at least one UHF station may be needed in 
some other markets in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa depending on 
which stations choose to participate.

DRAKE STILL REPAIRS THE R8'S 


as I had mine reconditioned a couple years ago and it works better 
than new (Patrick Martin, Seaside OR, Feb 23, IRCA via DXLD) 


Hi Patrick and all, Drake ceased repair operations of all amateur and 
shortwave radios back in July 2012. A former employee, John Kriner, 
apparently will work on the R8 series, at least for now, through his 
private business. Looks like you got in under the wire (Chris VE6IY 
Dorn, ibid.) 


Chris, That I did not know. The tech I talked to at the time told me 
that Drake would continue to repair the R8s until they could not get 
the parts. But at least John Kriner is continuing with the repairs. 
Hopefully mine will last many more years. It lasted 19 years before I 
got it repaired and that was 2011. I guess it has been 4 years now. 
Time flies. The R75 seems like the best choice now, unless a DXer 
wants to spend a mint, if they want an analog receiver (Patrick 
Martin, Seaside OR, ibid.) 


RESUSCITATING THE SPR4 


I turned on the SPR4 that lives ‘built into' my radio desk in 
Williamston last weekend to do a quickie bandscan, and was greeted 
with a cacophony of clicks, ticks and static. I tapped the case 
thinking maybe the antenna was loose, and it settled down a bit -- for 
about 5 seconds and then continued to click away. I grumbled -- I had 
just disassembled the desk and the radio to relamp the pilot lights 
about a month ago and nothing looked amiss, so I took off the BOTTOM 
cover rather than the top one that you need to open up to access the 
pilot lights. 


It all looked fine EXCEPT one electrolytic capacitor looked like it 
had honey smeared over it and the bottom cover had 'drippings' from 
it. OK -- I suppose the radio is pushing 40 years old so I can't com- 
plain about capacitors going bad, but what a pain. I of course didn't 
have a 200 Mike 15 volt capacitor in my stock, but it was on the audio 
board in some sort of 'pi' network filter, so I figured the 330/25 
volter I DID have would work. Pulled the old one out, put the new one 
in and crossed my fingers and now the only static I'm hearing is from 
thunderstorms. 


It has been so long since a repair went so smoothly, I figured it was 


worth mention! Shoot -- time before last, I had issues replacing the 
pilot lamps in this radio! :) 


Don't let anyone tell you older radios aren't worth it. Some of the 
‘new’ stuff made in China and designed such that it can't be repaired, 
yes, you just throw it out when it stops working, but anything made in 
the USA before 1980 is gonna be ‘fixable' and probably worth fixing 
too. 


I have often said I don't know exactly why or how it happened, but I 
know WHEN society started its downhill slide. I have a 1950s vintage 
hi-fi record player that prominently stamped on the back is a state- 
ment with arrows pointing to four screws: "Remove these screws to 
service". I have a 1970s vintage stereo that is prominently stamped 
"Do not remove covers, no user servicable parts inside". THAT is when 
we started to degenerate as a society. When people were told "don't 
even think of being self sufficient, you are a consumer, not a 
customer, and you should just be a good doobie and go buy a new one" 
we lost a bit of our souls.

My Collins KWM-2A (built in 1969 while I was working 
for Collins) has some of the nicest audio (TX and RX) of any radio 
I've heard. The Collins mechanical filters can't be beat for their 
steep shape factor, smooth passband and lack of spurious response more 
than 50 kHz away from their 70 dB bandpass. 


The DSP processed audio from the new crop of receivers really pulls 
signals out of the mud but the audio recovered is not as easy on the 
ears due to artifacts from the processing algorithms. I sold a nearly 
new $3000 top-of-the-line transceiver a couple of years ago because I 
found the receive audio so unpleasant. 


My current crop of radios (besides the Collins) includes an early 80's 
vintage TS-130 Kenwood transceiver, a late 70's Icom IC-211 2 meter 
multi-mode transceiver. A late 70's Icom IC-22U that I found at a swap 
in pristine but inop condition for a mere $5. I repaired the radio for 
pocket change and use it daily. My JRC NRD-525 is somewhat modern but 
serviceable and my latest acquisition, a Yaesu FRG-7 in need of TLC is 
currently undergoing restoration. I even use old Microphones for 
transmit. The Shure 55S is provides smooth sounding audio and styling 
that matches the Collins radio and looks awesome setting on the desk. 


One thing I've noticed is that the really classic older equipment is 
beginning to go up in price significantly as people discover that the 
old stuff is a pleasure to use and built to last. Try to buy a 
Collins, Drake, Hallicrafters, Hammarlund, or National radio in decent 
condition for less than a king's ransom. If you are prepared to 
restore them yourself, you might find a bargain now and then. Even 
Heathkits are fetching premium prices as collectors clamor for the 
serviceable and solidly designed radios of old. Enough of a trip down 
memory lane from another card carrying member of the OFA (Old Farts

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 16 - 22 February 2015 


Solar activity began the period with very low levels on 16-17 February 
with a few B-class flares observed from Region 2282 (N11, L-187, 
class/area Eho/250 on 11 Feb). Activity increased to low levels on 18- 
21 February with weak C-class flares observed from Regions 2282 and 
2286 (S18, L=193, class/area Cao/030 on 18 Feb). During this time 
frame, the largest events were a C3/Sf flare at 18/2207 UTC from 
Region 2282 and a long duration C2 x-ray event on 20/1522 UTC from 


departed Region 2286. By 22 February, activity declined to very low 
levels. During the period, no Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. However, a 
greater than 10 MeV proton enhancement was observed beginning midday 
on 21 February and remained enhanced through period's end. Peak flux 
reached 1.3 pfu at 21/1925 UTC. The enhancement was due to effects 
from a large CME whose origin was a large filament eruption located 
backside in the south central portion of the disk. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 16, 19-21 February and normal levels on 17-18 and 
22 February. 


Geomagnetic field activity was generally quiet to unsettled throughout 
the week with periods of active to isolated minor storm periods on 17- 
18 February. This activity was due to high speed winds from a negative 
polarity, trans-equatorial coronal hole. Solar wind speeds were mostly 
nominal through the period at 325-350 km/s but reached a peak of about 
485 km/s early on 18 February. IMF total field averaged about 5 nT 
with a maximum of 16 nT observed early on 17 February. The Bz 
component did not vary much beyond +/- 5 nT for a majority of the 
period. However, during the coronal hole influence, Bz ranged from +14 
to -12 nT. Phi was in a predominately negative (towards) orientation 
throughout the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 23 FEBRUARY - 21 MARCH 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low to low levels through 
about 04 March. From 05-18 March, a chance for moderate activity 
exists due to the return of old Region 2282 (N11, L=191) which was an 
M-class flare producer on its last transit. Upon old Region 2282's 
exit, very low to low conditions are expected from 19-21 March. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit in the absence 
of any significant solar activity. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels throughout a majority of 
the outlook period. However, moderate to high levels are likely on 01- 
@9 March and again on 15-19 March due to coronal hole high speed 
stream activity. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at predominately quiet to 
unsettled levels throughout the outlook period with active conditions 
likely on 27-28 February, 01-02 March and 16-17 March due to coronal 
hole high speed stream activity.
